Than Diplomatic. 


Our consular service is more com­ 
pletely commercial, with fewer dip­ 
lomatic functioufr, than that of any 
other important country , say s (ieorg e 
F. Parker in thf Atlantic. 
I t deals 
with g ain, property and public reve­ 
nue, and has only a slig ht relation to 
the rig hts or the protection of per­ 
sons. 
It concents both huy ing and 
selling , and the consul who does not 
recog nize th a t one cannot g o on with­ 
out the other does not krow the alpha­ 
bet of the business intrusted to his 
care. 
In promoting the interchang e 
of products he w’dl find that he must 
advise a m erchant or lii'anufacturcr 
at his post as freely and franKiy as 
one from his own country . An in­ 
dustrious mechanic or farm er seek­ 
ing to emig rate may he just as impor­ 
tant to his country as a home work­ 
man who g oes out to set up American 
machinery . 
A working woman may 
need consular advice when she enters 
the port of New Y ork to take up do­ 
mestic service (juite as much as an­ 
other from home who is in search of 
a trua nt husba nd. 
The claim is commonly made that 
a consul should be examined to find 
out how much he knows of foreign 
countries. 
This is of the slightest im­ 
portance. 
He needs rather to know 
the institutions, laws, histor}% people, 


g^ograplkv- politics and public men 


of his own country . 
This g iven, he 
will soon absorb the necessary infor­ 
mation about the country to which he 
is accredited, even if the treaty of

her name at this late day . when to do 
so would he to make her visits 
to 
Washing ton a reproach and a sensa­ 
tion. 
At tlic close of the war .Mrs. Davis 
was a little g iri aiteiiding a Roman 
Catholic acadtiny in 
Wa.Jiing ton, 
where IMiss 
was a teacher. 
^‘Tlie conduct of .Miss X / ’ said Mrs, 
Davis, ‘Sva- full of puzzling surprises 
to the children. 
Due morning just 
prior to the assassination of Fresident 
Lincoln she appeared in the school­ 
room in a state of g reat excitement. 
Her clothes were covered with dust, 
as if she had just rciutncd from 
a 
long , 
hard 
ride 
aero^s 
country . 
‘K m cl'! she cried liy sterically to the 
roomful of alfrig lited children, and 
as they fell on their knee- the woman 
broke out into an ag onized appeal 
for heh) and pardon for some 
un­ 
known persons who \\crc planning 
a terrible crime. 
The effect of it was 
heig htened u]>on the childish iniag i- 
naiions by her hag g ard appearance 
and lierevidence of g reat distress. At 
the conelusioii of the pray er .-he siim- 
inariiv dismissed the ])upils ior the 
tlay .” ‘ 
Later, at the trial of John Surratt 
for eomplieiiy in the murder of the 
president, Mi>. Davis’ father, Judg e 
Kiddle, wa- employ ed by the g overn­ 
ment as one of the |>rosccutors. I h e 
jury failed to ag ree, and after the trial 
Judg e liiddle happened to mention in 
the presence of liis daug litcr that con­ 
viction would have been assured had 
it l)ccn possible to g et Surratt ssAveet- 
hcart, IMiss X, as a witness. 
When the little g irl told her father 
that Miss X had been her teacher, 
and related the incident described, 
Judg e Kiddle made a determined ef­ 
fort to trace the y oung woman, but 
he did not succeed.

met her, a hag g ard woman, w o m ’h} 
emotions and showing deep traces of 
mental suffering . 
They came face to

an recog nized her former pnp^^ 
made no sig n of it. iMrs. Davis made 
inquires, and learned that IMiss X at 
reg ular intervals g oes to the old acad­ 
emy where she was teaching when 
Booth robbed the nation of its ruler. 
From there she g oes to the white 
house, where the attendants 
have 
come to know her and to expect her 
visits. From the white house she g oes 
to the F street hotel, and then to the 
now transformed 
Ford’s 
theater. 
Finallv she g oes to the house into 
w’hich Abraham Lincoln w’as taken to 
die. Then she disappears from Wash­ 
ing ton for a period of about

months. 
Mrs. Davis does not know 


where she makes her home in 
meantime.— X. Y. Herald.

July the natives have lots of fun g et­ 
ting the fish that the creek leaves in 
different places, when it sinks 
sud­ 
denly , as it frenuentlv docs. ^T have 
known g reat stretches of water al­ 
most ciuirely disappear in one nig ht, 
and sometimes in an hour,” savs a doc-

tor at Arling ton, who 
came from 
Yellville. 
^‘T h e n is the time wc g et 
the fish. 
Little pools are left in 
places for a short time after the sud­ 
den disappearance of the main body 
of water. 
^‘J t is in these places we g et wag on 
loads of all kinds of fish. I have g one 
along ihe creek looking for sudden 
drops of the water at the disappearing 
season, and rarelv missed out in find- 
ing what 1 wanted. I was on ihe creek 
bank one day at a favorite place for 
the waters to drop, and as if the bot­ 
tom bad fallen out down she 
went, 
leaving not a drop in sig ht, hut about 
a ton of fish flopping on the 
damp 
g ravel. 
These 
were about as sur­ 
prised as I was my self. The fish could 
not be saved alive, so we g ot tog ether 
and sailed them down. 
I took out 
two bass that weig hed ten 
pounds 
each. 
I can tell y ou, salted bass ain’t 
had when y ou han’t g et any thing hut 
sowbelly for g rub. 
Crooked creek is 
a my sterious stream. 
There ain’t no 
• / 
finer ii>hing stream with hook and 
line in Arkansas than that same my s­ 
terious, disappearing Crooked creek. 
The hunting down in that reg ion is 
about as fine as the fishing . 
There 
are more wild turkey s alang Crooked 
creek than a hunter knows what to do 
with. 
All kinds of g ame is plentiful 
around Yvllville.— St. Louis Globe- 
Demccrat.

W hen these were present­ 
ed to him, Chief Desmond prompt­ 
ly suspended the detective and or­ 
dered him to report at the next 
meeting of the police board for 
trial. 
Both Chief Campbell and Chief 
Desmond say they have no sympa­ 
thy for the detective, and the trial,

likely to go hard with him.

not the first trouble of the kind in 
which the officer has been involved.
